ESTING GENTLY on the 

R breast of the broad expanse 

of the blue Pacific lies a 
group of islands known affection- 
ately and historically as the 
Hawaiian Islands. There is a tinge 
of romance associated with these 
islands. One thinks of gently wav- 
ing palms and cool breezes to fan 
his cheek. It is truly a land of ease, 
rest, and pleasure. Walking down 
the streets of its cities, one may see 
faces representing many nations.

After 
a splendid meal, all of us assembled 
in the church for services that 
night. The building was filled—not 
only with people, but with the 
glory of the Lord—and we had a 
gracious time rejoicing with the 
saints of God. Could you see this 
church building and this congre- 
gation, you would be justly proud 
of the beautiful building, the new 
parsonage, and the fine people who 
worship the Lord there. 

On the same island in the city 
of Wailuku, we met with Reverend 
L. R. McMahan, former student of 
Lee College, for services in the 
church the following night. This 
group came into the Church of God 
a few months ago, and they have a 
lovely church building in a beauti- 
ful setting.

but this is deadly lethargy. Be- 
cause our inheritance is eternally 
in heaven, we are cautioned to live 
worthily here on earth. Life is 
fragile, for every man stands but a 
heartbeat from the grave. God has 
a nobler destiny for the soul of 
man than the grave. The strength 
of eternity comes into the spiritual 
fiber of a person’s life as he sur- 
renders unconditionally to God. Let 
us lift our hearts in adoration and 
worship to our Lord and He will 
give us strength to endure. Climb 
to the higher level today and allow 
God to lead you to greater things 
for Him.

NEW LIFE 


ENTECOST IS today facing 
a crisis. In little more than 
half a century, it has come 
to be a religious force with which 
to be reckoned. However, no longer 
do men discuss it as fanaticism, 
but learned men have stopped long 
enough to give it a serious look. 
Sincere men have discerned that 
Pentecost has in these latter days 
emphasized anew much which for 
years had lain dormant in the 
church. But with closer scrutiny, 
a major weakness has been re- 
vealed in this great movement. 
Perhaps, because of the need, the 
manifestation of the Spirit has been 
so magnified as to cause the Scrip- 
tures to take a lesser place in the 
lives of believers. Only now are 
Sunday Schools assuming their 
place of necessary prominence, but 
even here the stress is often more 
on attendance than on religious 
education. Very few churches have 
any semblance of a unified pro- 
gram of religious education. And 
even where such a program does 
exist, it often is not inclusive 
enough to meet the needs of all 
Christians. 
Christ is the object of our af- 
fection and the central figure in 
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our worship. Did He not say, “For 
where two or three are gathered 
together in my name, there am I 
in the midst of them?” But it is 
not uncommon for a worship serv- 
ice to contain not more than a 
few words or a phrase or two from 
the Holy Scriptures. Textual 
preaching, which can and should 
be a blessing, has often been mis- 
used to allow all types of speeches 
on various subjects to pass as ser- 
mons. It is time that Holy Writ 
assumes its rightful and needful 
place in the lives of believers and 
in the functions of the church. 

From the very beginning Chris- 
tianity was a religion of learners. 
The Bible does not advocate nor 
does it condone religious ignorance. 
We find many references to the 
effect that: Christians are to be 
learners, studious and desirous of 
greater understanding. The Apostle 
Peter admonishes believers, “... be 
ready always to give an answer to 
every man that asketh you a rea- 
son of the hope that is in you with 
meekness and fear.” The Apostle 
Paul instructs Timothy to “study 
to shew thyself approved unto 
God.” Our text is but one of these 
many references.

monly thought of as the near per- 
fect food embodying all the neces- 
sary elements to sustain life and 
cause growth. How necessary for 
the sustaining of the spiritual life 
is the Word of God. 

Milk is noted for its sweetness. 
The Word is sweet to a newborn 
Christian. David could cry, “How 
sweet are thy words to my taste! 
yea, sweeter than honey to my 
lips.” Milk is a general food acces- 
sible to the rich and poor; so is the 
Word the common food of all 
Christians. The rich and poor alike 
must be humbled and become as 
little children to obtain salvation. 
It is in this state that Christ desires 
to feed them the sincere “milk of 
the word.” 

Oh, the thrill of new life. To 
stand silently in awe in springtime 
as life rushes back into trees which 
have stood as_ sentinels, stark 
against the wintry sky, is to know 
that God is master of life and 
death. But the exaltation that leaps 
in the heart as the first sounds of 
life come from a newborn babe is 
like no other known to man. And 
it is to this newborn babe that the 
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Apostle Peter has chosen to liken 
the young Christian. 

No event in the household is more 
anticipated than that of the arrival 
of the baby. Joyfully the parents 
embark on the program of rearing 
the babe to adulthood. No sacrifice 
is too great. Special attention is 
given to all phases of life, but 
especially to nourishment. For it is 
food that will largely determine the 
health, and everyone desires good 
health. 

No parents have ever cared for 
a newborn babe as Christ cares 
for the young Christian. He is both 
mother and father. He has provided 
the church as a home, saints of 
God as brothers and sisters, minis- 
ters as helpful counselors, His 
Spirit as guide and guardian, and 
His precious Word as nourishment 
for the soul. Tender and merciful 
indeed is God’s care for His child- 
ren. No wonder He instructed the 
Apostle Peter to feed His lambs. 


We, as babes in Christ, are ad- 
monished to “desire the sincere 
milk of the word.” This word 
“desire” is not strong enough to 
define adequately what is meant 
here; also it is contingent upon 
the following verse three. It could 
more correctly be translated ac- 
cording to the Berkley version, 
“You will, like newborn babes, be 
thirsty for the unadulterated, 
thought-nourishing milk, so that 
by its use you may grow up to 
salvation, presuming you have tast- 
ed how helpful the Lord is.” 


So we see desiring, or thirsting 
for, or craving the sincere, unadul- 
terated, guileless milk of the Word 
depends upon our having first 
tasted of the Lord Jesus Christ. We 
seek food, not only because our 
body requires it, but we recall the 
past .sweetness of a certain food. 
This desire for the “milk of the 
word” is a sure evidence that a 
person has been converted just as 
the cry of a wee babe for milk 
is an evidence of natural life. The 
babe in Christ loves the truth be- 
cause he is nourished by it, and 
without it he cannot maintain life. 


Christian growth is dependent 
upon Bible study. It is impossible 
to rise to the perfect beauty of the 
statue of Christ without the Word. 





So it is with the “sincere milk of 
the word” that God deigns to start 
the Christian babe in his spiritual 
growth. As the adult life is greatly 
influenced by the formative years, 
so will the character of the whole 
Christian life be influenced by the 
views entertained at first, and the 
kind of instruction which is re- 
ceived by those who are babes in 
Christ. Therefore, God is anxious 
that they receive the sincere, un- 
adulterated, guileless milk which 
is the plain and simple truths of the 
gospel best suited for this state. 

As it is expected that a child 
pass from the stage where milk is 
the only source of nourishment, so 
God anticipates that from the 
“milk” the Christian babe will 
“grow thereby” until he reaches a 
maturity in Christ. The Scripture 
is calculated to promote the growth 
of every grace of the Spirit neces- 
ary to complete Christian charac- 
ter. Deuteronomy 8:3, “... that he 
might make thee know that man 
doth not live by bread only, but 
by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of the Lord doth man 
live,” points out that God’s Word 
is necessary for life. Job 23:12, 
“... I have esteemed the words of 
his mouth more than my necessary 
food,” indicates God’s Word will 


satisfy where natural food cannot. 
“... Thy word was unto me (Jere- 
miah) the joy and rejoicing of 
mine heart ...” 

“O taste and see that the Lord 
is good ...” pleads the Psalmist 
David in Psalm 34:8, and these 
words echo today. A new desire 
awakened in hearts will cause the 
Bible to become truly the textbook 
of the Sunday School. Worshipers 
will arrive at the house of God 
with the Bible unashamedly in 
their hands, not for show, but be- 
cause they know the way to greater 
communion with Christ is through 
His Word. Ministers will be en- 
couraged to dig deeper and still 
deeper into the storehouse of truth 
for children who have advanced to 
solid food and can no longer be 
satisfied with milk only, although 
it remains a staple part of their 
nourishment. Individuals will come 
to find time, not only for the novel, 
magazine, and daily newspaper, but 
will enter into God’s Word for it is 
their “life.” And in homes where 
the Bible has been piously displayed 
on the shelf, it will be taken off 
the shelf and become a vital part 
of family worship. The food which 
it can supply will become even more 
important than the partaking of 
the fare from the dining table. 








“They that sow in tears shall reap 
in joy. He that goeth forth and

transformation takes place; there 
is the lit-up countenance, the up- 
raised hands, the cry of praise— 
all tokens of the fact that a new 
soul has just gasped the atmosphere 
of Calvary and has begun the new 
life with Christ. 

If human life has a high value, 
what price shall then be placed 
upon the spiritual life, which is 
eternal in nature? What pains- 
taking and stupendous effort 
should be expended to maintain it. 
How illusive and fragile a thing is 
that which we call life! While it 
inhabits the tabernacle of flesh, 
spiritual life is just as fragile for 
the soul of man is constantly being 
attacked by mortal enemies: subtle 
temptations, insidious allurements, 
and decay brought on by neglect. 


We should tenderly care for the 
soul as does the gardener, who with 
tender loving hands nourishes and 
cultivates the rare precious plant 
that it might grow, achieving its 
full potential of fragrance, glory, 
and beauty. 

Natural life can only be sustained 
under specifically controlled condi- 
tions. Some of the essentials are 
pure atmosphere, food and drink, 
protection from the elements, and 
immunity from disease. A will to 
live and a zest for life are also 
vital toward the maintenance of a 
satisfactory human existence. 

Most of us take for granted the 
atmosphere or the air we breathe, 
but without that comparatively thin 
envelope of gas which precariously 


‘clings to the surface of the earth, 








life as we know it could not exist. 
Spiritual life in like manner can 
only be maintained in a particular 
atmosphere. The spirit of man will 
suffocate and die in the noxious, 
contaminated atmosphere of the 
worldly plane. That which turned 
the weak, vacillating disciples into 
dynamos of power was that ener- 
gizing heavenly rushing wind that 
surged into their lives in the Upper 
Room. The secret of the vigorous 
life with Christ is to live and walk 
in the Spirit, and to be filled with 
the Spirit at all times. 


Equally important as the atmos- 
phere is food. Jesus Christ is the 
bread and water without which it is 
impossible for the spiritual life to 
exist. We can do without many 
things, but for the repair of physi- 
cal waste we must have food. Sim- 
ilarly, spiritual strength is wasted 
by sin, and for this reason the 
soul must be nourished. Christ is 
the Bread of Life, repairing the 
waste and giving us fresh impulses. 
In the incarnation He was God 
with us; at Calvary, God for us; 
and at Pentecost, God in us. Every 
part of our spiritual nature requires 
continual sustenance. Just as the 
manna did not last longer than 
one day, we must pray, “Give us 
this day our daily bread,” thinking 
in terms of the provision that 
Christ makes for this, for He died 
not only to become our source 
of life, but He lives to be its con- 
tinual support. 


Disease takes a dreadful toll on 
human lives, but far more drastic 
is the corruption inflicted upon 
souls of men by the cruel leprosy 
of sin. Before the advent of medical 
science, infant mortality as a re- 
sult of infection reached stagger- 
ing proportions. Though a child 
today has a good chance of reach- 
ing adulthood, spiritual infant mor- 
tality is increasing alarmingly. Our 
churches could be filled many times 
over with the backslidden. Are we 
over-emphasizing evangelism at the 
expense of teaching, training, es- 
tablishment, and indoctrination? 
Better the spiritual babe never to 
have been born than to know 
eternal life and then have it 
snuffed out by the neglect of the 
church. The Apostle Peter lists a 
progression of Christian graces and 
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For, lo, the winter is 
past, the rain is over 
and gone; The flowers 
appear on the earth; 
the time of the sing- 
ing of birds is come, 
and the voice of the 
turtle is heard in our 
land; The fig tree 
putteth forth her 
green figs, and the 
vines with the tender 
grape give a good 
smell,” Song of Solo- 
mon 2:11-13. 





virtues which he says pertain unto 
life and godliness. With all dili- 
gence, the apostle admonishes that 
those who have become partakers 
of the divine nature should add to 
their faith, virtue, knowledge, tem- 
perance patience, godliness, 
brotherly kindness, and charity. 
(2 Peter 1:3-10) These, said he, 
are antidotes for spiritual infertil- 
ity and blindness. 


A NUMBER of saints 
today have reached spiritual ma- 
turity and enjoy a measure of 
spiritual health, but I wonder how 
many of these are utilizing their 
health for useful purposes. Some- 
one has said, “A useless life is only 
an early death.” Another poet has 
expressed it thus: “I count all that 
part of my life lost which I spent 
not in communion with God, or in 
doing good.” The law of spiritual 
life is comparable to that of na- 
tural life; it is not a static thing. 
A seed, of course, contains latent 
life, but once this latent power is 
released when the conditions be- 
come right, dynamic life bursts 
forth. Only by remaining dynamic 
and by the cells constantly re- 
producing can be the organism, 
whether natural or spiritual, stay 
alive. 

A frail, elderly lady for two years 
had been sending five dollars a 
week for flowers to be placed upon 


her son’s grave. As she came per- 
sonally to decorate the grave for 
the last time, for the doctors had 
only given her two weeks to live, 
a friend made the passing remark 
that it was a shame that she had 
wasted all that money for flowers 
that few people ever saw. Indig- 
nantly the lady wanted to know 
just what the friend meant. “The 
flowers you placed on the grave,” 
replied the friend, “lasted for such 
a short while, and nobody benefited 
much from them. There are those 
living in hospitals and mental in- 
stitutions who would receive a real 
blessing from the flowers if they 
were sent there instead.” Several 
months later, the friend accidently 
met the little old lady whom she’ 
hardly recognized, for she was 
radiantly healthy. With a smile she 
related how she had been person- 
ally taking the flowers to shut-ins 
and had been enjoying the exper- 
ience. She said: “The doctors are 
amazed and baffled at my recovery, 
but I know the secret. I have some- 
thing to live for!” 

Love makes life worth living. 
Often the remark has been made; 
“I have nothing to live for,” es- 
pecially after a loved one has passed 
away. However, if one’s love is 
fastened upon the eternal un- 
changing Christ and His kingdom, 
we can say with the venerable 
apostle, “For me to live is Christ.”

It is our duty and respon- 
sibility to hold them up in our 
prayers and financial support, so 
that on that day of days both 
missionary and sponsor shall re- 
joice because of a bountiful har- 
vest. 

In my fifty-one days of travel 
covering thousands of miles, I 
preached forty-nine times and the 
Lord gave me many souls. I re- 
turned home somewhat tired in 
body but strong in soul and spirit, 
rejoicing over the work of the 
Church of God as she marches on- 
ward, victorious through Christ our 
Lord.

I am stron 
again, do my own housework an 
sometimes walk several blocks to 
town and back. 

Pray for me that I will walk 
always in God’s will and be a 
blessing to others.
